Following e personai~ 2 by the 
president probably on Monday of his mes- 
Sage describing the Mexican situation and 
the futile negotiations with Gen. Huerta, a 
resolution may be passed expressing the ap- 
proval of the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment with the way in which the chief ex- 


‘ecutive is handling the situation. 


If such action should be taken it will be a 
striking demonstration of the unity which 
prevails in this government in connection 
with foreign controversies. The men who 
are advocating the adoption of a resolution 
such as described claim to be encouraged by 
the way their proposal has been received by 
the Republicans and Progressives who have 
been approached. 


All Congress Not in Accord. 

It does not necessarily follow that what 
the president has done in connection with 
the Mexican situation is satisfactory to sen- 
ators and congressmen even of his own 
party. He explained his policy to the mem- 
bers of the two foreign relations commiittees, 
and some of those who heard him expressed 
astonishment at his apparent belief that the 
Lind mission could be a success. 

The Minnesotan was sent to Mexico City 
to demand the retirement from office of a 
man who had everything to lose and nothing 
to gain by such a course. Moreover, it was 
evident that Huerta would utilize the inter- 
ference of the United States to create an 
anti-American sentiment from which he 
would derive profit. 


What Lind Mission Has Done. 

What was expected has come to pass. The 
sole gain of the United States from the dis- 
patch of the Lind mission has been: 

First—A demonstration to the world of the 
desire of the United States peacefully to end 
the strife in Mexico without offense or injury 
to the sovereignty of Mexico. 

Second—To convince Gen. Huerta that a 
stage in the revolution has been reached 
wheré the material interests of the United 
States force it to demand a cessation of the 
warfare. 

Third—To prove to the American people 
that the Washington government is not in- 
different to the outrages perpetrated upon 
Americans and their interests in the neigh- 
boring republic, 


Wilson Sees Peace Ahead. 

The president is confident that, given time, 
a peaceful result will flow from the negotia- 
tions he has initiated. Gen. Huerta has been 
making desperate efforts to obtain funds 
with which to continue his campaign of sup- 
pression of the revolution. 

He has failed in Europe because of the ab- 
solute refusal of the United States to recog- 
nize his government. Without funds he can- 
not maintain himself in power for any 
length of time. The poverty of his resources 
and the emptiness of his treasury will be 
strong arguments undoubtedly for him to 
be less stiffnecked in his attitude toward 
the United States. . 

The authorities here also have reason to 
believe that various foreign governments, 
especially those of Latin America, will urge 
Huerta not to go too far in dealing with this 
country. 

The great states of South America gre con- 
cerned over the development of a situation 
which might lead to the permanent occupa- 
tion of Mexico by this government. Rather 
than permit anything of the kind, they woulg 
go to the extreme limit of diplomacy in order 
to force Huerta to yield.

LAKE FRONT PLAN 


War Department Will Permit 
Chicago to Carry Out 


SHORE LINE APPROVED. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
‘Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.— [Special. 1 
Within the next ten days the government will 
grant permission to the South park board to 
carry out the Burnham plan of beautifying 
Chicago lake front. 

Acting Secretary of War Breckenridge will 
tuthorise a projection of the shore line be- 
tween Sixteenth street and Jackson park toa 
point more than half a mile out inthe lake. A 
similar project between Grant park and Six- 
teenth street already has been authorized for 
the location of the Field museum. 

With the new shore line fixed, the park 
authorities will reclaim the submerged strip 
of land and lay out therein a system of boule-

vards, lagoons, and other landscape effects 
propesed in the Burnham plan. 


South Park Board Seeks Permit. 
The application for a permit to fill ina strip 
along the south shore was made by President 
Payne of the South park board following 
the consummation of the agreement between 
the city and park board and the Illinois 


and right of way. The permit was asked 
under the authority congress gave to the 
secretary of war to change shore lines in 
Chicago to accommodate park improvement 
plans. 

After an extended study of the Burnham 
plan and a hearing, Col. Zinn, the government 


partment that he found no valid objection to 
the propositic The application then was 
taken under advisement by Gen. W. H. 
Bixby, chief of engineers, who personally 
was not in sympathy with the plan. Gen. 
Bixby always has favored the location of 
commercial harbors on Chicago lake front 
and had little patience with the beautification 
echeme. 

Property Owners’ Objections Lost. 

Numerous objections to the application 
were filed with Gen. Bixby by Chicago law- 
yers representing south side property and 
other interests. The agreement with the IIli- 
nois Central was attacked by these parties 
as an iniquitous bargain. 

Just before retiring to private life a fort - 
night ago, however, Gen. Bixby recommend- 
ed that the secretary of war issue the per- 
mit. The general approved the application 
on the ground that the change of the shore 
line would not interfere with navigation so 
long as Chicago elects to devote its lake 
front to park purposes. ,

TALKS ON TEMPERANCE 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Aug. 22.—The kaiser has joined 
the ranks of teetotalers. He has forsworn 
the fatherland's famous beer and cut out 
its choicest wines. His favorite drink is now 
lemonade with a dash of orange juice, but 
he does not force this beverage on his guests, 
to whom the usual wines are served. 

These facts have become public since the 
kaiser returned from his vacation cruise. 
Little space is given to them in the newspa-~ 
pers for the same reason perhaps as when 
the minister of education of a south German 
state some time ago opposed the establish- 
ment of a good templar lodge on the ground 
that it threatened one of the most important 
industries of Germany... 


Long Cruise Without Liquor. 

It is reported that the kaiser did not touch 
any alcoholic beverage throughout his north- 
ern cruise. Persons who are in dlose contact 
with him say that this is the result of the 
emperor's conviction that alcohol lessens the 
working capacity of a man. He often ex- 
presses the opinion to members of his entour- 
age that immo@erate drinking is one of the 
greatest factors in retardingthe development 
of nations. 

Some time ago the kaiser demanded the lat- 
est alcoholic statistics as to suicides, acci- 
dents, and crimes, which resulted from im- 
moderate drinking. After a study of these 
statistics he experimented on himself and 
found that even small quantities of liquor 
lessened his energy and capacity for work, 
whereupon, with characteristic impulsive- 
ness, he cut out alcohol entirely. 


Talks on Temperance, 

He never missed an opportunity to descant 
on the value of temperance and the result is 
that the members of his suite who like their 
wine touch it lightly when dining in his pres- 
ence. 

While he was swearing in the e re- 
cruits at Wilhelmshaven recently, the em- 
peror took occasion to deliver a lecture on 
temperance and drank a toast to water. 

He aleo recently told army officers who 
asked if there would be any objection if his 
health were drunk in water that on the con- 
trary he would be well pleased.

Unidentified Man Tries to Escape Per- 
sistent Alms Seeker and Is 
Crushed by Car.

Currency Conference Commit- 
tee Adopts Policy of Con- 
cillation and Co-operation. 


REYNOLDS’ WARNING HEEDED 


Forgan Demand That No B 
Legislation Be Enacted at 
Congress Is Tabled. 


If the recommendations of its committee of 
resolutions are adopted the American bank- 
ere’ conference, in session in Chicago, will 
yield today to President Wilson's curreficy 
reform plan while urging several amendw 
ments before final enactment. 

The resolutions committee of the confere 
ence at midnight recessed after spending 
last evening in going over the Glass-Owen 
banking bill paragraph by paragraph. Early 
in its deliberations the committee decided 
not to present to the conference a resolution 
offered during the afternoon by James B. 
Forgan, president of the First National 
bank of Chicago. 

The Forgan resolution demanded that no 
currency legislation be enacted at the present 
session of congress. It calls for the forma- 
tion of a new commission to draft an entirely; 
new bill. 


Way to Get Legislation. 

The attitude of the committee on resolu¢ 
tions was in line with the spirit of the ade 
dress delivered late in the afternoon by Prese 
ident George M. Reynolds of the Continental 


which would improve present conditions and 
be susceptible to modification and amendment 
later. 

» ‘The entire first day’s session of the confery 
ence, called by the currency commission of 
the American Bankers’ association, at the 


| Hotel La Salle, was featured by sharp debate 


on the Glass-Owen currency measure. The 
meeting was attended by 200 bankers, repre< 
senting all sections of the country, most of 
them delegates from clearing house associa- 
tions and state bankers’ organizations. 

The committee on resolutions will report 
this Morning, and further acrid discussion is 
expected. ; 


Expects Approval Today. 

After the night meeting of the resolutiong 
committee, of which Mr. Reynolds is a mem- 
ber, he predicted that the conciliation tone 
would meet with the approval of the confere- 
ence. 

Wo hope to be able to present the recome- 
mendations of the resolutions committee by 
noon tomorrow,“ he said. ‘Some heated 
debate may result, but | believe the temper 
of the bankers present is to follow the wigest 
course—codperation with President Wiison.’’ 

Mr. Reynolds said the conference would 
take the committee's recommendations up 
as soon as they were finished and he had no 
doubt action would at once be taken, so the 
conference could finish its business this aft« 
ernoon. 


Forgan Demands New Bill. 

Early in the day Mr. Forgan precipitated 
the discussion by taking a radical position 
diametrically opposed to that later assumed 
by Mr. Reynolds. Mr. Forgan branded the 
entire bill as bad and favored the drafting 
of a new measure by the conference. 

The Glass-Owen measure. is not a mease 
ure of expansion,” Mr. Forgan declared, it 
is 4 measure of the most damnable contrace¢ 
tion that ever took place in any country. 

This denunciation excited general debate 
and the elimax came when Mr. 
sounded his note of warning by pointing out 
concessions already made by congress and 
predicting more if delicately handled. Mr,

Reynolds Sounds Warning. 

I am not anxious to exploit as a prophet,*

Condition to Be Met. 

“While I recognize the condition fs exv 
tremely close and while I have grave doubts 
whether Mr. Owen himself can take his own 
bill out, I believe President Wilson will be 
able to put through some currency bill at this 
session.

Sees Concessions to Bankers. 

In recapitulating the concessions made to 
the bankers by the house committee he men- 
dioned the treatment of the United States 
bonds securing bank notes aggregating $730, -

ered caring for the most important thing 
in the whole currency legislation from the 
standpoint of practical banking.“ He aleo 
called attention to the modification allow- 
ing central reserve banks to determine the 
bank rate. 

They have modified the section which re- 
lates to the earning power of the investment 
which the member bank will make,“ Mr. 
Reynolds continued, “ namely, by increasing 
the rate cf interest which the bankers wil 
receive, who will be stockholdera, from 5 per 
cent to a division of the profits above 5 per 
cent, forty per cent ot the profits above 
& per cent going to the member banks after 
the 20 per cent fund has been created, and 
thereafter that would be divided among all 
the banks in proportion to the balances which 
they carry. 
| Advisory Committee Praised.

Gees not provide for the modification of the 
reserve section as we had hoped, but I vio- 
late no confidence when I say that those in 
control of this legislation have given us as- 
gurances they would modify them in the bil] 
when it goes to the senate, and that the rec- 
ommendations of the bankers in reference to 
the reserve shall stand—12 per cent for the 
country banks and 18 per cent for the reserve 
city banks, and 20 per cent for the present 
reserve city. 

“I believe that with proper action, by the 
exercise of patience and diplomacy, we can 
have the number of reserve banks reduced 
to five. I believe one is infinitely better 
than five, but we are confronted with an at- 
titude on the part of the party in power that 
makes it possible to have that considered 
at this time. | 

Therefore, it seems to me that if we fol- 
low the line of policy which will start out 
with the smallest number taking the least 
possible money from the banks of the coun- 
try and grow up gradually to a bigger con- 
dition, that it is very much safer and bet- 

I think we can have that section of

“ Bankers Not Ignored.” 

It seems to be the general idea among all 
bankers that the powers that be at Washing- 
ton have ignored us as a class of business 
men,” Mr. Wade said. At the bankers’ 
eonvention in Atlantic City I found this ru- 
mor so circulated that it became an accepted 
fact. Later our committee met President 
Wilson and others at Washington and found 
the reverse to be the case. We were given 
a hearing from 10a. m. to 8 p. m. and given 
the most courteous attention. 

“I regret that for the first time I am op- 
posed to Mr. Forgan. Some years ago we 
bankers unanimously supported a currency 
bill in a Republican congress and we had a 
Republican president.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—Supporters of 
the administration currency bill scored, 
important victory in the house Den 
caucus today when they brotight tot aid 
an unqualified indorsement of the measure 
from Secretary Bryan and defeated the pro- 
posed “ insurgent " amendments that, would 
have prohibited interlocking directomtes in 
national or state banks incorporated under 
the proposed law. 

Secretary Bryan, in a letter addressed to 


Chairman Carter Glass of the currency com- 
mittee, approved the bill as it stands, de- 


claring President Wilson had recognised fun- 


_ damental rights of popular control in its 
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tion be enacted until the next reguiar session 
of congress, and that a committee be ap- 
pointed representing the government, the 
commercial interests, and the bankers to 
draft a new’ bill. ; 

This precipitated the heated discussion in 
which Mr: Forgan, referring to Chairman 
Glass of the house banking committee, said: 

“When I was in Washington the chair- 
man of the house committee told me he was 
utterly incompetent in handling such mat- 
ters. Why should we have such men to draft 
laws?“ 

This drew a reply from Congressman Glass 
at Washington last night in which he said: 

“I modestly said to Mr. Forgan that not 
being a practical banker I felt myself at 
great disadvantage in dealing with the ques- 
tion. That was all skid in the privacy of 
my room His statement as quoted is as 
false as his violation of personal privacy is 
gross.” 

When Mr. Forgan was told Mr. Glass’ 
reply his only comment was: 
Wall, I can't help it.“ 


Many Enter Debate. 

The discussion over the Forgan resolu- 
tions was participated in by Reynolds and 
Wade, Charies G. Dawes, president of the 
Central Trust company, Chicago; H. A. 
Moehlenpah, president of the Wisconsin 
State Bankers’ association; W. T. Fenton, 
president of the National Bank of the Re- 
public, Chicago; J. J. Sullivan of Toledo, Jo- 
seph T. Talbert, vice president of the Na- 
tional City bank, New York city, and C. A. 
Hinsch, Cincinnati, most of whom favored 
more conservative action.

Conciliation Banquet Note. 

The spirit of conciliation and compromise 
marked the attitude of the speakers at the 
banquet in the evening. Every speaker who 
touched upon the currency question made a 
plea for the acceptance of legislation which 
they declared would not be all that was de- 
sired but which might be built upon later. 

The speeches were impromptu and were 
limited. Harry A. Wheeler, vice president of 
the Union Trust company, began the argu- 
ment for calm action by the bankers. 

“There is no need for frenzy,” he said. 
“There are three separate interests that 
must be sataisfied in this legislation. First, 
the bankers—and we know that we are not 


going to get all that we want, but we must 
realize that there are others in the country 
also interested, and we will have to give in 
on some things. Then the administration 
must be satisfied, and, thirdly, the oom- 
merce of the country. 

We must not take the stand of condemn- 
ing everything just because it does not please 
us in its entirety. Let us compromise and we 
will get a wo 
we can build upon and rearrange until it is 
more to our needs.”

Fight on Interlocking Directorates. 

Fortified with the backing of one of the 
framers of the Baltimore platform, Repre- 
sentatives Glass and Underwood met the 
demand for an amendment to prehibit inter- 
locking directorates with a counter proposal 
that the Democrats of the house take up gen- 
eral legislation against interlocking directo- 
rates at the next session. 

A resolution by Representative Underwood 
adopted by a vote of 130 to 60 referred the 
entire subject to the Democratic members 
ot the judiciary committee of the house and 
directed them to bring in a bill at the next 
seasion of congress that would prevent inter- 
locking directorates of all kinds. 

Administration leaders tonight said the 
large vote that supported the Underwood 
motion and the hearty approval that greeted 
Secretary Bryan's indargement of the bill 
assured the approval of the complete Glass 
bill with but little change. 

It was not until near the close of the ses- 
sion that Chairman Glass, after declaring 
that President Wilson did not want such an 
amendment incorporated in the bill, brought 
forth the Bryan letter. 


Fought Trust Directorates, 

In his letter Secretary Bryan deciared that 
for many years he had advocated a law pre- 
venting a duplicating of directorates. 

While the principle applies to banks as 
well as to trusts—although, I think, in a less 
degree —the secretary wrote, the plan 
has been considered mainiy as a means of 
dealing with the trust evil. Competition 
cannot be effectively prevented where the 
same men act as directors of competing 
companies. 

„ am as much in favor of the remedy 
now as I was when I began to advocate it; 
in fact, more so, because recently disclo- 
sures have given further proof of the em- 
ployment of this means of eliminating com- 
petition; but I do not think it wise to make 
it a part of the pending currency bill. 

“The bill embodies certain provisions of 
great importance and is, I believe, funde- 
mentally sound. The provision in regard to 
the government issue of the notes to be 
loaned to the banks is the flrat triumph of 
the people in connection with currency leg- 
isiation m a generation. It is hard to over- 
estimate the value of this feature of the bill. 


Government Control of Currency. 

„In the second place, the bill provides for 
government control of the issue of this 
money. This is another distinct triumph for 
the people, one without which the govern- 
ment issue of the money would be largely 
a barren victory. 

„The third provision in this bill, which I 
regard as of the first importance, is the one 
permitting state banks to share with na- 
tional banks the advantages of the currency 
system proposed.”

NE of the most interesting things for 

which Socialism in Chicago is re- 
sponsible is the establishment of the Work- 
ers’ Municipal Government school. It is not 
likely that one out of a hundred Chicago 
voters has ever heard its name. Yet in 
this school for the first time in Chicago 
voters are being trained and educated ina 
practical way to take up the work of mu- 
nicipal government, 

It has been running for the last two years, 
with a number of. professors and lecturers, 
not all of whom are Socialists. The first 
year there were more than a hundred stu- 
dents registered, the school meeting two 
evenings a week for twenty weeks, with a 
tuition charge of $2. 

By way of making the study and in- 
struction as practicable as possible the 
students were organized into a moot city 
council and each assigned to one or more 
of fourteen committees. To each commit- 
tee specific problems were given and its 
members were required to work them out 
and present their solution to the full coua- 
eil for approval. Thus there were com- 
mittees on finance, public health, educa- 
tion, parks and playgrounds, garbage and 
waste, new city charter; gas, electricity, 
and telephone; transportation, police, 
streets and alleys, labor conditions, hous- 
ing, and unemployment.

[* the work of studying the questions 

assigned to them the members of the 
committee conferred with appropriate 
members of the regular city government, 
thus getting an idea of the difficulties 
which confront the official in actual prac 
tice. 

Among these first year students it is 
encouraging to notice there were several 
employés of the city controller’s office and 
the city gas department. One of the first 
year graduates was ©. M. Madsen, a 
working painter, afterwards elected to 
the lower house of the state legislature. 

Whatever one may think of Socialism, 
there can be no doubt that any agency 
which makes a considerable number of 
young men acquairted with the machin- 
ery and the ideals of city government is 
doing a good work. For in a great city 
like Chicago the ignorance of men and of 
issues with which the great mass of 
voters approach the polis is a far greater 
menace to good government than the cor- 


ruption and bribery which exists among 
a few.

Points Violation by Brady. 

“Mr. Brady Violated the state civil serv- 
ice act.“ said Mr. Blackwood. when on June 
5 he wrote asking Misa Sellers to mail her res- 
ignation to him at.onee to take effect on July 
1. This Migs Sellers refused to do. 

““Mias Sellers appeared every morning for 
work and was told each time by Daniel V. 
Harkin, head of the office, there was noth- 
ing for her to do. When Miss Myra Cleary 
called on her to help her out Miss Setrers dis- 
covered Miss Cleary was doing her work. 

Miss Sellers wrote to the Civil Service Re- 
form association and stated her case. I 
wrote to learn why Miss Sellers had been 
asked to resign and learned no charges had 
been preferred against her. Then to cover 
up his tracks Brady filed charges of ‘gos- 
siping and genera! insubordination.’ 


Sees Political Influence.

NEW PEACE PROPOSAL. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—The Huerta 
administration in Mexico may reconsider its 
rejection of the American proposals to restore 
peace in Mexico and arrange a new basis for 
negotiation with the United States before 
next Tuesday. 

Strong time lions to this effect reached 
official Washington tonight along with the 
information that the financial condition of 
the Huerta administration was such that a 
crisis was imminent. — 

Should the Huerta government decidé to 
enter into a new basis of discussion, with- 
drawing its contention as expressed in the 
Huerta note replying to the proposals com- 
municated by Mr. Lind, President Wilson in 
all probability will not read his message to 
both houses of congress on Tuesday az he in- 
tended. 

The president made no effort today to pre- 
vont the house from adjourning until Tues- 
day. It had been supposed that he would 
read the message on Monday and would 
ask the leaders in congress to arrange a joint 
session. Fallure to send any word to the lead- 
ers was interpreted in official circles as mean- 
ing that the United States had practically 
given the Huerta government until Tuesday 
to make up its mind finally as to what it 
would do. * 


Will Not Recognize Huerta. 

It is positively reiterated that the United 
States will continue to insist on the resigna- 
tion of Provisional President Huerta or an 
announcement of his intention to do 80, as 
well as his elimination from the presidential 
race in the subsequent election. 

President Wilson spent the day itn studying 
the notes exchanged by Lind and Huerta and 
preparing his message. The message mar 
be modified by dispatches received on Tues- 
day, and there also is the possibility that the 
president may find it expedient to postpone 
delivery of the document. 

Reports from Mr. Lind declare that his 
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relations with the 
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cordial than before and that they manifest 


a willingness to find some new ground for a 
now are almost encircling the capital, 


settlement. 

European diplomatic pressure, it is known 
here, is quietly at work in Mexico City in an 
effort to convince Huerta officials that the 
policy of the United States is being approved

abroad. 


The fallure of the Huerta government to 


obtain funds abroad, through the failure of 


the recognition of the United States, is point- 


ed to by the diplomats as likely to continue 
pending a more respectful consideration of 
the American propoeals. It i¢ learned also 
from authoritative sources that the Huerta 
government is facing a mutinous army, dis- 
satisfied because no pay has been forthcom- 
ing for weeks. 


Publicity Waits on Huerta. 

It was apparent tonight that Washington 
Officials expected word from Huerta before 
Tuesday, and that unless it comes the notes 
will be proclaimed to the world through the 
president's message, showing the efforts of 
American government to bring about peace 
along with suggestion for a definite line of 
procedure by the United States in the fu- 
ture. 

White House officials, however, were con- 
fident that the situation would unravel itself. 
They would not disclose upon what their 
optimism was based, but ft is believed that 
reports from Lind today were largely respon 
sible for the confident feeling. | 


FRIEND OF MADERO- SLAIN. 
MEXICO CITY, Aug. 22.—Deputy Bordes 
Mangel was shot to death tonight by federal 
soldiers near Atgcapotzalco, a suburb of the 
capital. Mangel was a friend of the late 


President Madero and recently was sub- 


jected to an investigation on a charge of 
sedition. ; 

The explanation of the shooting is that a 
detachment of soldiers came upon Mangel 
on the road, and that Mangel, single handed, 
attacked the soldiers with stones. 

The soldiere found it necessary to fire in 
self-defense, and Mangel was killed. It is 
added by the newspapers that Mangel must 
have been insane. 

Nine fights between the federals and con- 
stitutionalists are reported to have taken 
place during the last twenty-four hours. Alli 
of them are retorded as federal victories. 
In three of the fights 175 rebels are said to 
have been Killed, while the federal loss is 
given at eight. | 


Rebels on the Run? 

According to the official reports the mill!- 
tary situation throughout the republic is 
greatly improved. The rebels are said to be 
generally disheartened and on the defensive 
in all quarters. 

These official reports are practically the 
only source of information on which news 
for local consumption is based. The other 
side of the story rarely reaches the capital, 
because of interrupted communications and 
censorship of dispathes at points outside the 
capital. i 

The situation about Torreon is now admit- 
ted to be slightly worse. It is understood the 
rebels control much of the country about 
that section and that 1,000 more are march- 
ing southward from Cuatro Clienegas, Coa- 
huila, to reinforce those already there. 

Gen. Pena'’s headquarters at Monclova has 
reported a portion of his men to be cut off 
by the rebels and in need of help. Gen. Joa- 
quin Maas, who is marching northward from 
Monclova to Cuidad Porfirio Diaz, has been 
instructed to delay his movements in order to 
codperate ith Gen. Pena. 


Strife Between Two Leaders. 

Great improvement in the situation in the 
state of Chihuahua is reported. The public 
has been given no news from Guaymas, So- 
nora, for several days, except assurances 
that the rebels in that vicinity are demoral- 
ized because of dissensions between the rebel 

ers, Maytorena and Pesqueira. It is un- 

erstood that the federal general, Ojeda, will 

attempt no advance in Sonora until he is re- 
inforced. 

Admissions are made that the rebels are 
gaining headway in the state of Sinaloa, 
south of Sonora. The government, however, 
insists that this headway is not important. 

Increased activity has been displayed lately 
in the state of Morelos, where the fe eral 
general, Juvencio Robles, has been given 
free hand to destroy the followers ef Zapata. 

The newspapers today quote official reports 
from Morelos saying the state is free from 
rebels at last. These reports say the last 
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Huerta officials are more , 
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of them, Including Zapata, have gune south 
inte the state of Guerrero. : 

Previously large numbers moved north and 
The 
official! explanation is that they chose this 
direction, other exits from Morelos being 
closed. a 

Other reports published today, équally of- 
ficial, say De La O, at the head of a well or- 
ganized band of rebels, is intrenched at Lei- 
pet. is in Morelos, and that still other bands 
have been accounted for in the same state. 


Scores of Towns Destroyed. 
The government is displaying satisfaction 
over its energetic campaign of extermina- 
tion. Scores of small towns have been de- 
etroyed, hundreds of families dispossessed, 
and many young men shot. 
Since the followers of Zapata invaded the 
federal district Gen. Robles has destroyed 
seven towns within a few. miles of the capi- 
tal, including Ajurecko, which is almost 
within sight of the city. Three more towns 
near the capital were ordered destroyed to- 
day. 
In the capital’s suburbs there are arriving 
daily hundreds of dispossessed refugees from 
destroyed towns who carry on their backs 
their personal effects. 
The followers of Zapata are more active 
than ever in their campaign of destruction 
and personal outrages. They are raiding 
numerous villages and ranches and subject- 
ing their victims to torture in the gtates of 
Mexico and Hidalgo, west and north of the 
capital. The government papers describe 
these outrages as the last struggles of a 
wounded beast.“ 
For some days the badly informed public 
believed that Pachuca, capital of Hidaigo, 
was in danger of attack, but has been re- 
assured by the government, which announced 
today that it was sending out 600 reinforce- 
ments. 
Around Pachuca are a number of impor- 
tant mines. Americans and Englishmen are 
prepared to defend them. 


Rebels Active in Jalisco. 

El Pais reported today that there was a 
greatly increased rebel movement in the 
state of Jalisco. All of the newspapers to- 
day print news of the defeat from the rebel 
chief, Candido, Navarro, near Silao, state of 
Guanajuato. The public previously had be- 
lieved this state free from rebels. 

The state of Zacatecas admittedly is in- 
fested by rebels, but the government ex- 
presses confidence that it is able to maintain 
control there. Conditions in San Luis Potosi 
are reported to be improved. 

There also has been some improvement 
recently in railway communications. The 
area in which actual traffic is still restricted 
is limited to the center of the republic. 


Row Over Congress Session. 

The advisability of calling an extra session 
of congress to deal with the situation grow- 
ing out of the representations of President 
Wilson to President Huerta was discussed to- 
day by the permanent committee of congress. 

A proposed amendment to a resolution to 
call an extra session precipitated a debate. 
The amendment favored trying for sedition 
the introducers of the resolution. 

Another amendment, providing that the 
president report to the committee the nature 
of the negotiations with the United States 
government, was offered by Manuel Malo 
Juvera. 

Failure to pass this resolution under a sus- 
pension of the rules resulted in its being re- 
ferred to a committee, which will be unable to 
report beforé next Friday’s session, and since 
the regular session of congress will begin 
Sept. 15 the deputies believe that the calling 
of a special session is improbable. 


MURDER AMERICAN EMPLOYE. 

El Paso, Tex., Aug. 22.—Edward Hayes of 
Buffalo, N. Y., timekeeper for the Madera 
Lumber company, was murdered by Mexi- 
ean federals under Francisco Cordova in 
Madera, when they took the town from 
Pancho Villa’s rebels last week, according 
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There are about 100 of our lots that will be sold at 


The fed- 
erals also killed an American negro, be- 
cause he tried to prevent them taking the 
company horses from the corral. 

By virtue of a special permit from the sec- 
retary of the treasury, American customs 
and army officers today allowed the exporta- 
tion to the Mexican federal garrison in 
Juarez of 40,000 rounds of ammunition and 
400 rifles. The munitions were bought for 
cash at a local arms store. 

It is part of a purchase of 400,000 cartridges 
and a quantity of rifles bought at the store 
several days ago. 


Fight Twelve Hour Battle. 

Laredo, Tex., Aug. 22.—Five hundred fed- 
erals and 300 constitutionalists fought a 
twelve hour battle near Camaron, Mex., for- 
ty-five miles south of the border, today, The 
federals used machine guns with telling effect 
on the constitutionalist cavalry, but neither 
side gained a decisive advantage.

Western States Experience Drop “of 


10 to 20 Degrees in Temperature 


After Hot Wave. N 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 22.— After nearly a 
month of high temperatures that have hung 
over Kansas and parts of Missouri and Okla- 
homa, breaking all records for intenslty and 
duration, burning up corn and other late 
crops and producing desperate drought con- 
ditions in many sections, the heat wave 
throughout the three states was broken ef- 
fectually today. 

With a drop of 10 to 20 degrees in tempera- 
tures that daily have ranged above the 100 
mark, came heavy rains over wide sections 
and further precipitation was forecast. 

Only corn, among all its products, says the 
report, was harmed, and there is a bumper 
wheat output, 48 per cent more than any 
other state, with a million acres in alfalfa. 


FIGHT OVER FREE RAW WOOL. 


Republican Senators Argue Against 
Democratic Schedule—La Fol- 
lette Offers Amendment. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—Stubborn op- 
position to free raw wool and the padical 
reductions in woolen manufactures pro- 
posed in the Democratic tariff bill was con- 
ducted by Republicans ot the senate all day 
today and will be resumed‘tomorrow. 

Senators Warren of Wyoming and Penrose 
of Pennsylvania addressed the senate for 
six hours, the former characterizing the pro- 
posed bill as “ tariff for politics only instead 
of for revenue only and the latter assert- 
ing that the woolen schedule as prepared 
by the majority was “distinctly against 
America and for Europe.” 

In the midst of the day's discussion Sena- 
tor La Follette of Wisconsin introduced the 
third minority substitute for the woolen 
schedule, the others having been proposed by 
Senators Penrose and Smoot. 


TURKEY GETS RUSSIA WARNING. 


Czar, Through Rome Ambassador, Says 
It Will Act if Moslems Declare 
War on Bulgars.

H. E. Miles Says He Got $500 
from Mulhall to Give to 
Indiana Man. 


REFUTES N. A. M. DEFENSE. 

MeCarter Charges Tamperin 
with Evidence; Narrowly Es- 

capes Expulsion from Case. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—[Special.)— 
Important substantiation of Col. Martin M. 
Mulhall’s testimony and letters concerning 
the efforts of the National Association of 
Manufacturers to procure a tariff board in 
1909, through the services of former Rep- 
resentative James E. Watson, was obtained? 
by the senate lobby committee today througo 
the testimony of H. E. Miles of Racine, Wis., 
formerly chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the national tariff commission as- 
sociation. a 

The tariff commission association was in 
effect a subsidiary of the N. A. M. 

Mr. Miles testified that he had borrowed 
£500 from Mulhall with which to pay James 
E. Watson aretainer. Strenuous attempts 
had been made by counsel for the N. A. M. 
to break down this part of Mulhall’s tes- 
timony. It was contended by counsel that 
Watson received only $250 a week, without 
a retainer or a promised bonus. Miles de- 
nied Watson had been promised a $10,000 
bonus if successful. 


Charges Tampering with Evidente. 

A sensational charge by Robert M. Me- 
Carter counsel for the National Association 
of Manufacturers, that some of the Mulhall 
documents had been tampered with since they 
came into the possession of the committee, 
threatened to bring about the expulsion of 
the lawyer from the cage at one stage. Al- 
though McCarter refused to retract in the 
face of demands by Senators Overman and 
Reed for an apology, he smoothed things over 
cy announcing that he had intended no re- 
flection upon the committee. 

He based his charge on the fact that in the 
case of one letter the date appeared to have 
been written in with a penail. 


Mulhall Sought Investigation. 

Mulhall reiterated his testimony concern- 
ing his attempts to secure through McaDer- 
mott a congressional investigation of the 
N. A. M. stating that it had been his plan to 
extract from the correspondence he would 
have turned over for the investigation any 
papers and documents touching upon Mc- 
Dermott or McMichael. 

Telling of a trip to his home in Baltimore 
when McDermott and McMichael had ex- 
amined a part of the correspondence Mul- 
hall swore that on that occasion McMichael 
had warned him to be careiul, that McDer- 
mott wanted to take several of the letters. 
He then repeated his statement that Mc- 
Dermott had taken from him a number of 
affidavits which were made to prove that 
Burns detectives had perjured themseives 
to procure a conviction in a counterfeiting 
case in which Mulhall, as a secret service 
officer, had been associated. 

Chairman Garrett asked him how it was 
that he had so carefully kept his corre- 
spondence for ten years.

BABY SHOWS OF VALUE. 
EVERAL years ago the Chicago Amer 
ican ‘pulled off a baby show. The 
president of the board of judges was 
the then mayor and present governor, 
Dunne—proving that a judge of a 
baby show can live physically and politically, 
genera] understanding to the contrary not- 
withstanding. I was present at that show. 
There were thousands—it seemed to me tens 

of thousands—of babies on hand. 

About that show there were many crude 
features. The only point it proved was that 
a baby show had enormous gripping power. 
A tew years later a woman at Waterloo, Ia., 
took up the baby show idea and added to it 
some most helpful features. The Woman's 
Home Companion took up the lowa idea, 
improved some of its features, and has been 
promoting baby shows along the new line all 
over the country. 

_ 


The New York milk committee, with the 
cobperation of the New York Bvening 
World, has been holding a series of very 
successful baby shows in New York. 

In January of this year the National 
Western Stock show held a baby show in 
Denver, and Dr. Agnes Ditson tells us about 
it in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. Gov. Ammons backed up the 
enterprise, the State Agricultural college 
lent its aid, some help came from the Ameri- 
can Institute of Child Life, and a group of 
physicians of the standing of Grant, Jackson, 
and Jayne, and Prof. Bell, the psychologist, 
helped work out the scheme. 

The babies competing are marked and 
graded on a card prepared after great 
thought. The main heads on the card are 
history and present conditions. History is di- 
vided into individual history and family his- 
tory. Under individual history the inquiry 
is as to what sicknesses baby hashad? How 
much has he gained in weight, in stature? 
Is he breast fed? What are his habits as to 
sleep? How active is he? 

Under family history information is sought 
as to both mother and father regarding 
health, peculiarities, temperament, and fam- 
ily tendencies. 

— 

When ft comes to judging the baby itself 
the division is into the physiological group 
and the psychological group. Under the first 
head they try to go farther than just to see 
whether the baby has dimples and fat cheeks. 
Some fifty points are covered in the in- 
quiry. When it comes to the second head 
they go farther than to note whether baby 
has.a winsome smile. 

Baby has some mind, even when only a 
few months old, and a careful analysis will 
serve pretty well as a basis of opinion of the 
mental makeup of baby grown to maturity. 
Under this head about a dozen points are 
noted. 

A human stock show can be very service- 
able to a community. At the same time it 
can be humanized enough to draw at least 
half the thousands or tens of thousands 
drawn to the show presided over by Mayor 
Dunnein 1905. If any politician thinks baby 
shows are suicidal, let him get the opinion 
of Gov. Dunne.

Do not clean 
ome eye with a piece that has touched the other 
eye. Separate the lids and drop one potas 
per cent solution of silver nitrate in eye. See 
that the eyes are cleaned each day with a satu- 
rated solution ef boracic acid and clean sterilized 
gause.

TO GHT RID OF FLEAS. 

B. writes: Kindly tell us what will kill 
fleas in a shed which has a dirt floor and not 
perfectly tight siding.” 

REPLY. 

Keep animals out. Rub pyrethrum powder into 
the hair of dogs, cate, piga, eta. Keep the ground 
covered with finely powdered, air slaked lime. 
Sprinkle the walls with a wash made by boiling 
an ounce of pyrethrum powder in two gallons of 
water, 

The Kansas bulletin, after advising the above 
method, suggests that probably it will be. necessary 
to lay down a cement floor and then to keep it 
clean. Ordinarily sticky fly paper is a good flea 
catcher,

DOOTOR’S GUESS BETTER. 

M. R. S. writes: Will you kindly tell me 
the first symptoms of pregnancy? How soon 
after conception can it be detected by such 
symptoms?’ 

REPLY. 

Amenorrhea and nausea are early signs present 
in most cases. Women who have had children can 
usually sense the condition by illy defined changes 
in their feelings. Those trying to conclude from 
signs and symptoms will be wrong about as often 
as they will be right. Doctors guess at the condi- 
tlon before the second month. 

Nevertheless, a doctor's guese will be much 
better than yours, and you had better proceed in 
that way. A highly promising new test is known 
as the Abderhaiden serum test. It can only be 
made by a laboratory.

years of age, head of the London 
bramch of the Anglo-American bank- 
ing house of Morgan, Grenfell & Co., 

vice president of the International 
Mercantile Marine, and whose marriage to 
Florence Henderson took place in London on 
Suturday last, ts the only son of Henry 
Riversdale Grenfell, M. P., governor of the 
Bank of England, and a grandson of Charies 
Pascoe Grenfell of Taplow court, Bucks. 
The Grenfell family is represented in the 
house of lords by Lord Desborough, the 
| famoug athlete and the present owner of 
Taplow court on the Thames [which, by the 
by, has been leased for the autumn to Rod- 
man Wanamaker of Philadelphia], and by 
Field Marehal Lord Grenfell, who received hie 
peerage for his services in the Soudan against 
the mahdi, including the victory of Tuski. 


> 

The Grenfelle are an old Cornish family, 
whose members were flourishing at Peneance 
as merchants in the early part of the seven- 
peemth century. 

Taplow court, popularly known as “ Honey- 
moon court,” has been in their possession 
since the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, 

They hail from the Cornish village of St. 
Just. Pascoe Grenfell migraced to London 
in the middle of the eighteenth century and 
founded the great London banking house 
which has been in existence ever since, de- 
ing now merged into the London banking 
house of J. Peerpont Morgan. The name of 
Pascoe ie perpetuated in each generation of 
the family, 

For a time the Grenfells were aasociated 
in business with Levi F. Morton, when he 
maintained a banking house in London. But 
the arrangement ceased when the former 
vice president of the United States withdrew 
from business in England. 

The house of Grenfell has been extensively 
| interested in South American affaira, having 
contributed in no small degree to the rail- 
road development of both Brazil and the Ar- 
gentine republic, while one of the Grenfells, 
John Pascoe by name, attained the rank of 
admiral in the imperial Brazilian navy. 

Each generation of Grenfells has con- 
tributed governors to the Bank of England 
and the family is connected by marriage with 
the ducal houses of Marlborough, Portland, 
and St. Albana, with the St. Legers, the Bul- 
teels, and the family of Hari Grey, the former 
governor general of Canada, whose daughter 
ie married to Arthur Grenfell. 

Liverature and science may be sald to have 
been represented among the kinsfolk by the 
family of the late Dr. Max Muller, by An- 
thony Froude, and by Charles Kingsley. 

One of the Grenfells, Pascoe by name, who 
played in the Eton eleven in 1880, hae been 
missing for seventeen years. He started on 
an expedition northward from Kimberley at 
the time of the outbreak of the Matabele re- 
bellion and has never been heard of since, his 
fate being shrouded in that same mystery 
which envelopes the lot of so many travelers, 
explorers, and sportsmen who have vanished 
into the wilds of the dark continent. 

Much money has been spent by the Gren- 
Tell family in order to obtain some clew as 
to whet has become of him, but without avail. 

It i» just possible that he may turn up one 
of these daya, like other white men who have 
deen held in captivity by native tribes in Asia 
and tn Africa for whole decades together, 
becoming helf savage, and have been sud- 
deny restored to civilization. 

A brother of this missing Grenfell, Robert 
by name, was killed in the charge of the 
Twenty-Arm lancers at the battle of Omdur-

THE HAGUE, Aug. 22.—“ Two million 
women in America protest against the forti- 
noa tien 4T the Panama canal.“ was the as- 
sertion made today before the peace con- 
gress by Mrs. May Wright Sewall of In- 
dianapolis. She drew ea round of applause 
from the delegates as she added: 

The canal ought to be free for the whole 
world and should be adorned with statues 
of peace at its entrances.” 

Dr. William F. Slocum of Colorado Springs, 
a member of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching, offered a 
resolution “inviting the United States gov- 
ernment never to fortify the waterway.” It 
was laid on the table. 


Oppose Building War Airships. 
The congress pagsed a resolution introduced 
by Prof. Feldman of New York denouncing 
war loans, and one introduced by Prof. Slay- 
den of Washington, opposing the construe- 
tion of military airships. * 
Victor Hugo Duras of New York presented 
an invitation from the mayor of San Fran- 
cisco to hold the congress in 1915 at San 
Francisco. 
Secretary Bryan's peace plan will be laid 
formally before the conference of the Inter- 
Parliamentary union at The Hague on Sept. 
1 by Senator Burton of Ohio, who will sali 
from New York tomorrow as one of the 
American members. 


Plan Permanent Hague Court. 
Mr. Burton is also one of seven members 
of a special committee representing Russta, 
Germany, Austria, France, Belgium, Greece, 
and the United States, charged with planning 
a permanent Hague court.

They have a flaming 
amour, in which, however, the man is able 
to retain something of the objective view of 
his mistress, of himself, and of their love, 
He often is pleased at his own disinterest- 
edness; she is consumed by their devotion. 
So, inevitably, it is he who wearies. Then, 
having had his draught of experience, it is 
his impulse to free himself. He endeavors 
to do so, but his pity for the woman will not 
let him go. Their relations now make a 
prisoner of him. He is in bondage to pity 
and cannot flee. He is torn with compassion 
not only for this one woman whom he wishes 
to ieave to her tears, but for all women. It 
is only after a terrible struggle in which 
the spirits of both are torn in a hurricane, 
that he at last frees himself. 

Time passes: The soul of the man re- 
quires another complete experience. This 
time it is another manifestation of his man- 
hood, his creative brain, which demands ex- 
ploitation. He marries that he may be at 
ease, has a little daughter whose presence 
in the world pleases without disturbing him, 
and he then enters upon a life of the intel- 
lect. Not the dallying with ideas that had 
deen familiar to him as to all the men of his 
class on leaving college, not the fluttering 
of doctrines between a call and a dinner 
party, but a passionate, permanent, exclusive 
possession, spending weeks together in un- 
earthing a concept, with never a thought 
for anything else—the fevered toll of such re- 
search, and the agony of being baffied, and 
the joys of triumph, and the breathless fruc- 
_ tifying of one idea by another, with his 
whole being at stretch to discover whether 
such and such an idea would beget such and 
such another or its opposite.” 

Into this heroic absorption with the ab- 
stract, pity again intrudes itself. Little 
Suzanne, his daughter, develops hip disease.

Again he feels the coils of pity about him. 
He fights, tries to concentrate upon his vo- 
cation, but little by little, as her pain and pa- 
tlence appeal to him, he yields to the most 
complete. seduction of which the heart is 
capable—the love of one’s own pathetic child.

The sick child with her heroic soul 
is theirs. Love and pity have him by the 
throat—have him manacied. He relinquishes 
his career. 

It is at that point that the be of 
compromise are disturbed.

George Meredith 
‘at Close Range.

T is interesting to get a French point of 
view on George Meredith that we have 
n GEORGE MEREDITH~—HIS LIFE, 
GENIUS, AND TEACHING,” by Con- 
stantin Photiades (Scribners). The au- 
thor of this interesting volume came over 
from France and visited Meredith in Sep- 
tember, 1911, not long before his death. 

Although being not over friendly to inter- 
viewers, Meredith was very gracious to his 
guest from across the channel, and talked 
freely with him. To quote from the book: 

His bote notre is the reporter. Demand nothing 
original from my modern compatriots, he said. 
‘Today they choose their models from beyond the 
sea, and for preference copy the French and the 
Americans. France, naturally, purifies their 
taste. But America, that cradled Hercules, in- 
fects us with the too free manners of her cow- 
boys and rough riders. There trappers commu- 
nicate to us their eccentricity; that mania for 
besieging persons of note to expose their innermost 
secrets. Such effrontery stupefies us; we are too 
apt to take this uncer s for strength. 
And, now, behold, the English journals are en- 
viously imitating the most insolent habits of their 
transatlantic brethren! 

— 

With regard to journalists, men who are as in- 
fiuential as they are susceptible, a young author 
bas a choice of two courses; either to have nothing 
to do with them or to make use of them. For 
my own part they make my flesh creep: I have 
never been able to tolerate them. Robert Browning 
certainly did not neglect them in his old age. 
Dickens and Thackeray petted them as a horseman 
pets his mount before putting it at an obstacle. 
As for Lord Tennyson, he was a past master in 
the art of provoking panegyrics and dithyrambs. 

Here you have a real business man! He has 
made literature pay; he has even made a fortune 
out of ft. Like an ingenious husbandman he has 
changed the barren field into a gold mine. He 
bieeds me! groaned his publisher piteously, but 
paid him all the same. It was useless for pub- 
lishers to deprecate Tennyson's so-called eager- 
ness for gain. They yielded to his demands and 
the world would have its beloved poet at any 
price. But then, you see, my countrymen take 
in these interesting little elegies; in these edify- 
ing apologues; these psychic crises of young cler- 
gymen silently tormented by doubt. If they do 
delight in these peaceful struggles, these silent 
conflicts, it is because they themselves can be 
interested without any risk of danger to their 
faith, to which the young cleric, after many,vicis- 
situdes, fails not to conform. Of course such 
emotions have their peculiar charm. In Memoriam 
was a triumphant success. A matter of taste, 
afterall! But you Frenchmen do not admire make- 
believes—above all, make-believe champagne! 

~~ 


However, let us be just! Lord Tennyson, whom 
I admire, has the enviable distinction and the 
lucky privilege of having made our ugly monosy!- 
labic language sing. An English musician is 
really a kind of bluebird. Is it not truly awful to 
compose with words of one foot, and with a 
vocabulary which limps and then leaps? We pipe 
upon a bad flute which is shrill and discordant. 
Shakspeare has played upon it with wonderful 
skill, Milton with more facility. However, to 
come to our day, Tennyson and Swinburne have 
wrung out of this wretched instrument melodies, 
stately, impassioned and well sustained. 

It is the custom to be enraptured by the verbal 
flights of imagination of my old friend Swinburne. 
Good! But there is another hidden splendor, and 
one which ought to be revealed to the public: it

of boiling lava! Do you like the translation of 
Omar Khayyam by FitzGerald? Yes? That is 
good! The plastic seductiveness of that work 
fully justifies its immense success.

but how can one approve of his pessimism? 
Continuing his conversation he aired his

— tain magazines, notably Scribner's Megaszine of 


America, pay me liberally for my contributions. 
My contemporaries here know nothing of it. Late- 
ly I gave a poem to the Oxford and Cambridge 
Review—‘‘ The Cal -I interrupted. What! you 
have read it? he asked. You are the frst person 
who has spoken of it to me. I hoped that my 
poetic warning would be of use to my country, 
Ah, well! It has passed unnoticed. No, my 
countrymen do not value me, believe me; at the 
most they will appreciate me after my death.

The author of this book dwells upon the in- 
gratitude of woman towards Meredith: 
„Moreover, if few men read Meredith, 
fewer women read him. This is hard to be- 
lieve. This man, who was ever a chivalrous 
and enthusiastic champion of the woman’s 
cause; this man who displayed a kind of 
veneration for women's intelligence; this 
man who desired an absolute equality be- 
tween the two sexes—has never been re- 
warded for his zeal. .

Rail Mismanagement 
Blamed for Living Cost. 


OW the predent high cost of living in 

the United States is due, in a measure, 

to the financial mismanagement of 

American railroads, was explained at 

yesterday's session of the American As- 
sociation of Railroad Superintendents at the 
Hotel Sherman. 

It was made in a paper on “ Railroad Eco- 
nomics,” read by William: Walter Wheatley of 
New York, a consulting railway expert. 

“ Much nonsense has been spoken and written 
by railway owners and directors with the view 
of showing that the railways were all right and 
the public all wrong,” said Mr. Wheatley. In- 
stead of making a favorable impreasion, these 
expressions have nauseated the public. Many 
practical railway officials have been deceived 
by such criticisms, and it has caused some of 
them to assume a wrong attitude toward the 
public.

“Rallway indebtedness helps to inflate the 
currency and diminish the purchasing power of 
the dollar. The bankers accept railway stocks 
and bonds, in which they are interested, as col- 
lateral for credit. They disregard the only 
safe and sound basis for credit; namely, real 
wealth, the product of land, labor, and capital, 
to give artificial value to these securities. The 
inflation of credit upon the basis of unreal 
values dilutes the value of the entire volume 
of the currency, and assists in raising the 
prices of commodities to artificially * levels.“

How lit Cast of Living 


Buys Cheaper Cuts of Meat. 

On a salary of 3100 a month my husband and 
I live comfortably and manage to save from 
$20 to $25 each month. We pay 880 for a 
beautiful four room apartment. This might 
seem extravagant in proportion to income, but 
when we consider the comfort and pleasure 
we get out of our pretty home we think the 
money well spent. I allow $1 a day for my 
table and buy the best of everything, only not 
the most expensive cuts of meat. I consider 
a pot roast, nicely cooked with grated carrot 
and onion (which makes fine gravy and doés 
for two meals) just as good as an expensive 
rib roast. I do all my own laundry work, 
except the sheets and heavy pieces, which 1 
send to an excellent laundry and pay on an 
average of 25 cents every two weeks. This, 
with my milk, gas, and electric light bills, 
I get out of my $1 a day, not using that 
My husband's expenses 
are $10 a month, and using $5 for insurance 
we still have $25 for a rainy day or other 
incidental expenses. I know the policy of 
saving. for we have just passed through a 
siege of two operations in the hospital and 
found that the ready cash was very essential. 
We were able to meet all obligations and owe 
no one. I save first and then buy. I have a 
horror of collectors and never buy on time. 
I reduce my milk bills to one-half of what 
they used to be by using condensed milk. I 
have a very appreciative and careful husband 
who lets me do the managing and we have a 
comfortable, happy homes - Mra. W

Make Own Coffee and Soap. 

We effect quite a saving by making our 
own coffee and toilet soap after the following 
recipes: 

For the coffee we take two quarts of wheat 
bran, one-half cup of whole wheat flour, three 
tablespoons of molasses and one of butter. Mix 
thoroughly and brown evenly. Then add one 
pound of rye after it has been roasted and 
ground, and you will have an excellent drink 
at a little cost. 

We make a fine toilet soap by boiling oat- 
meal to a thick jelly mixed with a good cas- 
tile soap. The sockp is shaved thin and made 
into a stiff paste by adding a little water. 
The proporticn is two parts of the soap to one 
of the jelly: then add one teaspoon of peroxide 
of hydrogen to every pint of the mixture. Stir 
all together thoroughly, while warm, and cut 
in cakes the desired size when cold. Perfume 
can be added if one wishes.

Chicken Pie Economical. : 

We find the greatest item in keeping down 
the high cost of living is in buying and cook- 
ing meat. We eat a great many chickens, 
and besides being the most nutritious meat it 
is very economical when made into chicken 
pies. 

Buy chicken about 2 years old and cook unt 
tender; they will require no butter to make 
plenty of gravy. Make crust a flaky biscuit 
dough and cut in biscuit shape. The biscuit 
is so delicately flavored with the chicken that 
a biscuit with one piece of meat will go as far 
as two helpings of meat. One can have a re- 
liable farmer bring them one or two chickens 
a week or they can be raised with profit and 
Pleasure in a small city lot, the pullets fur- 
nishing eggs and any surplus can be sold for 


an egg to be laid to take to a convalescing 
daughter. There is no end of amusement for 
the children watch.ng the chickens come out 
of the shell ahd the mother hen teaching them 
to eat. 

The cockerels in the fall are nearly equal to 
turkey, roasted, and the stuffing made of pieces 
of dried bread seasoned with sage is relished 
as much as the meat, as it has the flavor from 
the chicken. When pieces of bread that are 
worth but little can be served to save meat 
and no one realizes you are trying to save, 
then economy is a pleasure.

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Buys in Bulk. 

My family is large and two lunches have to 
be prepared daily. This requires extra bread, 
some of which I make, but I frequently pur- 
chase a loaf of rye or part rye. This is much 
healthier than the white bread, and I think it 
is cheaper than I can make it. I also buy 
cup cakes, doughnuts and some coffee cake. 
When the gas, the material, and time is taken 
into consideration, it is better to buy these at 
the bakery. Dainty cup cakes may be pur- 
chased for 1 cent a piece and I cannot possi- 
bly make them for less. I do not purchase the 
groceries in large quantities, but at the begin- 
ning of each week I give an order to a large 
wholesale and retail grocery store for all the 
supplies I will need for a week. It is my prac- 
tice to purchase in bulk whatever is nossihle. 
In this way avoid paying several cents on a 
package. For instance, instead of buying a 
glass jar containing a Half pound of peanut 
butter for 15 cents, I buy a pound in bulk for 
which I pay 15 cents. I have used peanut but- 
ter very largely this winter in place of butter. 
It is very nice for sandwiches and is so much } 
cheaper than butter. A half pound can of 
cocoa costs 25 cents, but I can buy good cocoa 
in bulk for 20 cents a pound. Almost everv- | 
thing can be bought in bulk as well as in pack- | 
age, which I find is much more expensive. I 1 
have used a good deal of dried fruit. such as 
apricots and peaches, and always have cucum- 
ber pickles during the winter. These I “salt 
down” in the fall and then freshen and pickle 
them whenever I want them during the winter. 
They are much nicer and fresher than the 
pickles bought all ready prepared. Likewise, 
they cost but little if purchased in a lot of 100.

Panama Fortifications 
Called Unnecessary. 


HE fortification of the Panama canal, 
66 | upon which the United States is ex- 

pending millions of doilars, are en- 

tirely unnecessary, as far as provid- 

ing adequate protection for the 
canal," said Prof. J. H. Latane of Washington 
and Lee university in his lecture on “The In- 
ternational Status of the Panama Canal” at the 
University of Chicago yesterday. 

“It Is my belief that were the canal zone 
neutralized by an international agreement the 
canal would be far safer than under the pro- 
tection of our immense siege guns that are 
being placed there,” he said.

“The Panama canal, when it is fortified, as 
planned; will be a legitimate object of attack 
by any hostile fleet with whom we are at war. 
Should any part of the locks which we have 
installed at immense expense be damaged, the 
United States would be clearly unable to collect 
any indemnity at the end of the war, for the 
canal would be recognized as a fortified naval 
base of attack. But should the canal be pro- 
tected by an international agreement of neu- 
trality any damages which might be inflicted 
by the guns of an opposing fleet would be 
promptly indemnified at the close of the war.

“According to present indications in time 
of war the navy department plans to keep a 
fleet composed of the majority of our ‘ dread- 
naughts’ in the canal. Thus they intend to 
have a fleet able to creep out into the Pacific 
ahd destroy a threatening hostile fleet, and then 
steam back through the canal and oppose an- 
other fleet, should one appear.

Green Sweet Pepper 
‘UT the blossom ends from — as webu pep- 
pers and carefully extract the seeds, 
using a small silver knife or a stick, to 
avoid touching the ‘seeds with your 
fingers. Precautions must be taken to 
draw out the seeds without letting them come in 
contact with the sides of the peppers. ‘The 
‘pungency ‘of the peppers lies, in great part, in 
the seeds. Throw them away, slice the peppers

scalding water for ten minutes. Drain and put 
them, without breaking the slices, into a pot of 
boiling water slightly salted. Cover the pot and 
simmer for ten minutes after the böll begins.

Newport, R. I., Aug. 22.—Showing a mas- 
tery of tennis technique such as he has not 
heretofore exhibited on the Casino courts, 
Maurice E. McLoughlin defeated William 
J. Clothier today in straight sets, 6—3, 7—5, 
6—4. This victory of the present champion 
in the sixth round of the thirty-third annual 
tournament of the United States National 
Lawn Tennis association eliminated one of 
McLoughlin’s most formidable opponents and 
virtually assures him a place in the final and 
championship round on Tuesday. 

The McLoughlin of today showed the in- 
fluence and benefit of his play on foreign 
courts. There was missing the dash and 
snap which marked his tennis when he first 
swept out of the west, the court sensation 
of the decade. In its place, however, there 
was the poise, calmness, and mastery of rac- 
quet and stroke distinctive of a champion 
who has gained his laurels only after years 
of hard play. 

Champion Never Ruffled. 

Before the attack of Clothier, McLoughlin 
was calm and invincible, always ready with 
smash or pass when opportunity presented 
itself. The game Clothier uncovered would 
have defeated almost any other player in the 
present contest. 

MeLoughlin's defeat of Clothier was far 
more decisive and impressive than that of 
last year when he required four sets in which 
to eliminate the former Harvard athlete, 
yet it was the consensus of opinion among 
the tennis experts that Clothier’s game was 
fully 15 per cent stronger than in 1912. On 
the same basis of reckoning, McLoughlin 
was rated a third stronger than twelve 
months ago. All told, McLoughlin earned 
57 points to Clothier’s 41, while hig unearned 
points totaled 69 to Clothier’s 67. 

While the McLoughlin-Clothier match was

Publicity Urged in Financial Affairs of 
Road as Huge Bond Issue to Cover 
Debt Is Voted. 


New Haven, Conn., Aug. 22.—Howard El- 
Rott's firet meeting today with the stock- 
nolders of the New Haven railroad, of which 
he has just been chosen preseident, was 4 
stormy session. 

It was a special meeting, called to authorize 
the issuance of 67,582, 400 in 6 per cent con- 
vertible debenture bonds to provide for the 
road's floating debt, and several of the stock- 
holders had warm words to gay regarding the 
financial management of the road, but the 
losue was Voted by a big majority.
